COAL SHORTAGE PREDICTED 


A n o t e of warning has been sen t out from Chicago to the 
effect that Central and Northwestern states face an almost cer­ 
tain coal famine next fall and winter, iii the opinion of rail­ 
road officials and leading coal dealers. 
They point out that only a small tonnage of coal is moving 
on the railroads now and little of next w inter’s supply is in the 
bins, but immediately the coal strike is over railway coal tonnage 
will jump 100,000 carloads a week, bringing traffic congestion and 
a certain shortage of cars. 
There was coupled with the warning of an impending car 
shortage the announcement by retailers th at prices for soft coal 
will be advanced Jhly I, and that all chances of Cheaper coal this 
year have departed. 


COM PARATIVE LABOR VALUES 


T h e comparative rates of pay for workers in various coun­ 
tries is ascertained by reducing the different amounts to the gold 
standard. That has been done by the Federal Tariff Commission. 
It is found that an ounce of gold purchases 17.22 hours of average 
labor in the United States, 50.16 hours in Great Britain, 95.50 
hours in Japan, 117.31 hours in France, and 201.66 hours in Ger­ 
many. 
'And that is the sort of foreign competition that our own wage 
earners must face. Either the difference in the cost of production 
in the United States and in those countries must be compensated 
by a protective tariff, or the American standard of living must be 
cut to accommodate itself to the big reduction in wages that must 
come.

country for the purpose of acquainting the farm ers with every 
aspect o f the question.

there will be little evidence of any sectional feeling toward it, and 
support for its provisions should be well nigh unanimuos.
